ON FERTILIZERS BY DR MATHER 


A most interesting address was 
given in the Memorial Hall on 
Tuesday atternoon by Dr Mather o! 
Trail, BC 

Dr Mather is connected with the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company and is an expert upon 
Fertilizers and through the presen 
tation of a series of lantern slides 
demonstrated the marked results 
that had been obtained throughout 
the Prairie Provinces, through the 
use of Phosphate Fertilizers 

There was a very good attend 
ance present and a keen interest 
manifested in the marked advan- 
tages ip ‘ncreased yield and qual- 
ity upon the many test plots and 
further the decided gain in the 
northern districts especially in the 
matter of 6 to 12 days earlier mat- 
urity. 

Dr Mather showed that upon the 
test plots in the Strathmore dist- 
ricts the increased wheat yield had 
exceeded nine bushels and in the 
Raymond, Vulcan and Brooks dis- 
tricts as high as 21 bushels in- 
crease had been obtained. 

On the darker = soils such as 
might be found at Olds, the Edmon- 
ton district, Grand Prairie, wheat 
11 bushels and oats 15 bushels. 

In the south the sugar beet re 
turns increased as high as seven 
tons with the further advantage of 
earlier maturity. 

Two types of fertilizers with dif 
ferent rules of application are used 
the triple superphosphate and the 
amonium phosphate. 

Special drills are used which 
place the fertilizer where the seed 
wheat obtains the benefit quickly 
which gives it a good start and a 
flecided advantage over the weeds 
which do not receive the fertilizer. 

The best results from the use ot 
the fertilizer were surely obtained 
from the land which received the 
most efficient tillage. 

In the experiments made it has 
been found that on fertilized plots 
that a. much more vigorus growth 
followed. 

The yield of potatoes increased 
in some cases as high as 168 bush 
els per acre 

The slides presented demonstra 
ted very clearly the marked differ 
ence the root system developed up 
on plants growing under precisely 
the same natural conditions. 

Mr Allen of Carseland has had 
a ten bushel increase through the 
use of the triple phosphate and Mr 
Galloway of Keoma was rewarded 
with 8 bushels extra.

Did not Premier Bennett, in his 
Western speeches a few weeks ago, 
explain that all necessary provision 
would be made to carry the prairie 
farmer through the period of low 
prices and depression ? In view 
of the apparent finality of his re- 
marks at Regina on December 30, 
it is difficult to understand the 
complaints of his Minister of Agri- 
culture, Hon Robert Weir at the 
Canadian National Exhibition din- 
ner. Mr Bennett said the Govern- 
ment had taken steps through the 
“extension of credit facilities and 
by other means, to prevent the 
forced liquidtaion of the 1930 crop. 
No citizen of this country must suf- 
fer for Icak of food, shelter or fuel. 
We do not offer them charity, for 
they do not want charity. What we 
offer them is that measure of re 
Lef which the circumstances oi 
the case fully warrant.” 

These statements were made 
ter a series of conferences with 
bank officials, and the people ot 
the country were justified in assum 
ing that full arraangements had 
been made to cope with existing 
and prospective conditions 

If Mr Weir is giving a correct in- 
terpretation of affairs, the Regina 
speech of his chief was more th 
ory than fact, or there has been a 
collapse in the arrangements. “1! 
feel,” he said, ‘the banks must 
make their stand clear; that they 
must say if they will extend credit 
to the farmers this spring. If they 
are not prepared to extend the 
credit, some one else must and will 

There’ is something to be ex 
plained. Apparently the Minister ot 
Agriculture came to the Exhibition 
dinner loaded for big game. His 
charges verge on the sensational. 
If they are well founded, the “mea 
sure of relief’ offered by Mr Ben 
nett is far from being realized 
some cog in the wheel is failing to 
function.
